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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The applicants amended claims 20, 24, 28, and 32 in the amendment filed on 
2/27/08. 

The pending claims are 20-32. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

3. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Paul A. Levy (Reg. No. 45,748) on 5/8/08. 

4. The application has been amended as follows: 

Rewrite claim 20 as follows: 

"20. An information acquiring apparatus comprising: 

a memory storing a database, the database having updatable content containing 
information relating to a media, searchable by key data generated as a function of 
information stored at a predetermined place of said media, said content including an 
address of a server relating to the media; 

means for reading the key data from the media; 
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means for accessing, through the Internet, the server based on the address of 
the server retrieved from the database, wherein the database is retrieved based on the 
key data; 

means for obtaining from the server, through the Internet, an address of a 
website relating to the media, said website address being different than said server 
address; 

means for inquiring of a user whether to execute accessing the website; 

means for accessing, through the Internet, the website at the address of the 
website obtained from the server based on a result of the inquiry; and 

means for updating said content of the database at any time through the Internet 
by connecting said database to said address of the website obtained from the server; 

wherein a user selects a location of another database having said updatable 
content searchable by said key data, said another database being different from said 
database included in said information acquiring apparatus, wherein said another 
database is retrieved based on the key data."; 

Rewrite claim 24 as follows: 

"24. An information acquiring method comprising the steps of: 
providing a database, having updatable content containing information relating to 
a media, searchable by key data generated as a function of information stored at a 
predetermined place of said media, said content including an address of a server 
relating to the media; 
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reading the key data from the media; 

accessing, through the Internet, the server based on the address of the server 
retrieved from the database, wherein the database is retrieved based on the key data; 

obtaining from the server, through the Internet, an address of a website relating 
to the media, said website address being different than said server address; 

inquiring of a user whether to execute accessing the website; 

accessing, through the Internet, the website at the address obtained from the 
server based on a result of the inquiry; 

updating said content of the database at any time through the Internet by 
connecting said database to said address of the website obtained from the server; and 

selecting a location of another database having said updatable content 
searchable by said key data, said another database being different from said database, 
wherein said another database is retrieved based on the key data."; 

Rewrite claim 28 as follows: 

"28. A computer memory storing a program to be executed in a computer, the 
program comprising instructions for updating content of a database, said content 
containing information relating to a media, searchable by key data generated as a 
function of information stored at a predetermined place of said media, said content 
including an address of a server relating to the media, said instructions being 
executable for performing the steps of: 

reading the key data from the media; 
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accessing, through the Internet, the server based on the address of the server 
retrieved from the database, wherein the database is retrieved based on the key data; 

obtaining from the server, through the Internet, an address of a website relating 
to the media, said website address being different than said server address; 

inquiring of a user whether to execute accessing the website; 

accessing, through the Internet, the website at the address obtained from the 
server based on a result of the inquiry; 

updating said content of the database at any time through the Internet by 
connecting said database to said address of the website obtained from the server; and 

selecting a location of another database having said updatable content 
searchable by said key data, said another database being different from said database, 
wherein said another database is retrieved based on the key data."; and 

Cancel claim 32. 

5. The pending claims are 20-31 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 20-31 are allowed. 

Claims 20, 24, and 28 identify the distinct features, accessing, through the 
Internet, the server based on the address of the server retrieved from the database, 
wherein the database is retrieved based on the key data; obtaining from the server, 
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through the Internet, an address of a website relating to the media, said website 
address being different than said server address; inquiring of a user whether to execute 
accessing the website; selecting a location of another database having said updatable 
content searchable by said key data, said another database being different from said 
database, wherein said another database is retrieved based on the key data., which are 
not taught or suggested by the prior art of records. The closest prior art, Yankowski 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,751 ,672) disclosing compact disc changer utilizing disc database, 
fails to suggest the claimed limitations as mentioned above in combination with other 
claimed elements. The above features in conjunction with all other limitations of the 
dependent and independent claims 20-31 are hereby allowed.
